Mr.  Chairman,  Councillor  Mrs.  Harley  and  Gentlemen, 

Population  and  Birth  Rate. 

The  Registrar  General  gives  the  total  population  of 
Holderness  at  mid  year  1950  as  18,950,  an  increase  of  180 
over  last  year.  Unfortunately,  the  birth  rate  has  begun  to 
drop  after  the  spurt  during  the  war,  and  is  now  a little  over 
17  per  1,000,  as  compared  with  18  last  year.  However,  we 
are  still  above  the  rate  for  the  whole  country,  which  is  15.8, 
although  below  the  rate  of  17.0  per  1,000  population  for  the 
great  towns. 

All  this  emphasises  the  fact  that  as  a nation  we  are  living 
longer  and  having  fewer  young  people  to  take  our  places. 
This  has  its  repercussions  on  many  things,  for  example,  on 

our  housing  programme  as  regards  the  types  of  houses  we 

build.  The  more  old  people  are  satisfactorily  housed,  the  less 
will  be  the  demand  on  hospital  accommodation  of  every  kind — 
gereatric,  mental,  etc. 

Deaths. 

During  the  year  211  people  passed  on.  Heart  Disease, 
Cerebral  Haemorrhage  (Stroke)  and  Cancer  in  that  order 
accounting  for  over  half  of  the  deaths.  118  of  the  deaths 
were  males  and  93  females.  About  11  people  per  1,000  died 
this  year.  This  has  been  the  average  for  the  past  few  years 
except  1948,  when  the  death  rate  of  10  was  the  lowest  on 

record.  The  rate  for  the  whole  country  is  114.  The  large 

towns  have  both  a higher  death  rate  and  a higher  birth  rate. 

Maternal  Mortality. 

We  were  fortunate  that  no  tragedies  occurred  in  the 
332  births  in  Holderness.  Over  the  whole  country  Maternal 
Mortality  was  less  than  one  per  1,000  births. 
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Infant  Mortality. 

Th  ree  still  births  occurred  among  the  332  total  births, 
giving  a still  birth  rate  of  0.16  per  1,000  population.  The 
rate  for  the  whole  country  is  0.37,  rising  in  the  large  towns 
to  0.45.  Aone  of  these  still  births  were  illegitimate.  During 
the  year,  9 infants  under  the  age  of  12  months  died.  Eight 
of  them  were  legitimate  and  one  illegitimate. 


The  average  infant  mortality  rate  for  the  past  12  years 
is  43  per  1,000  live  births;  for  most  years  it  was  between  30 
and  40,  but  in  1939,  1941  and  1946  it  soared  to  over  70, 
largely  due  to  deaths  from  premature  birth.  1948  has  been 
our  best  year,  with  only  6 infant  deaths  and  a mortality  rate 


of  19.

The  rate  for  England  and  Wales 


Of  the  nine  babies  who  died  in  their  first  year  of  life, 
we  find  that  no  less  than  6 died  in  the  first  month.  Of  these 
6,  two  died  from  congenital  malformation  over  which  we  have 
no  preventive  measures  and  four  from  premature  birth.  The 
three  who  died  between  one  and  12  months  all  died  from 
Broncho  Pneumonia.

Measles. 

This  year  nearly  all  the  1 (>7  eases  occurred  in  the  last 
quarter.  As  in  previous  years  the  disease  was  mild,  and 
immunisation,  although  safe,  is  felt  to  be  unnecessary  except 
in  exceptional  oases,  e.g.,  creches,  etc. 

Whooping  Cough. 

22  of  the  21)  eases  also  occurred  in  the  last  quarter  of 
11)50.  Whooping  cough  appears  to  be  increasing  in  severity, 
and  it  cannot  be  stressed  too  strongly  that  its  bad  effects  can 
be  greatly  minimised  by  preventive  immunisation  at  the  same 
time  as  the  diphtheria  immunisation  is  given.  The  preventive 
immunisation  should  be  given  early,  i.e.,  at  0 — 8 months,  as 
the  worst  effects  of  whooping  cough  are  seen  in  infants. 

Scarlet  Fever. 

Seven  cases  were  notified  during  the  year.  No  cases  were 
sent  to  hospital.  This  is  only  necessary  on  the  need  for 
preventive  measures,  i.e.,  occurring  in  a milk  retailing  house 
and  shop,  etc. 

Diphtheria. 

Since  11)45  no  notifications  of  diphtheria  have  been 
recorded,  and  this  year  is  no  exception.  The  proved  success 
of  immunisation  should  make  it  imperative  that  all  infants 
should  be  immunised  and  children  re-immunised.  There  is  a 
tendency,  however,  for  parents  to  think  and  say,  “ Why, 
there  is  no  diphtheria  about  these  days.  Why  bother  the 
baby — or  mother?

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Diarrhoea  under  2 years  (Grastro  Enteritis). 

It  must  be  emphasised  that  deaths  from  diarrhoea  ol 
infants  is  a measure  both  of  the  sanitary  conditions  tending 
to  prevent  fly  nuisance  and  the  health  and  sanitary  knowledge 
of  the  parents.  One  way  in  which  the  fly  nuisance  is  kept  down 
is  by  an  efficient  scavenging  system,  but  the  best  scavenging 
system  will  fail  if  the  How’s  and  Why’s  ” of  food  infection 
are  not  understood,  e.g.,  that  1)  out  of  ID  outbreaks  of  food 
poisoning  are  due  to  the  simple  but  distressing  fact  that 
someone  handling  the  food  did  not  wash  their  hands  after 
using  the  lavatory. 

There  were  no  cases  reported  in  your  area.  Last  year 
there  were  3 deaths. 

Tuberculosis. 

15  cases  of  lung  disease,  or  human  tuberculosis,  whicn 
is  very  infectious  and  easily  spread  by  coughing  and  spitting, 
were  notified  during  the  year.  Also  one  case  of  bone 
tuberculosis.

General

Services 

National  Health  Service. 

Under  the  National  Health  Service  hospital  treatment  is 
provided  in  Beverley  and  Hull,  the  Westwood  Hospital  at 
lb  'verley  being  the  one  most  used  for  this  district.  The 
Regional  Board  also  provides  full  facilities  for  examination 
of  specimens  for  the  more  accurate  diagnosis  of  disease  at 
the  hospitals  in  Hull  and  Beverley,  and  at  the  Research 
Laboratory  in  Hull  for  bacteriological  investigations. 
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Hospitals  and  clinics  for  the  diagnosis  and  treatment 
of  Tuberculosis  are  also  part  of  the  Health  Service.  The 
County  Council  provide  services  for  the  care  of  mothers  and 
young  children,  including  the  unmarried  mother  and  child, 
domiciliary  nursing  and  Midwifery  service  apart  from 
maternity  homes  (N.H.S.),  also  immunisation  against 
diphtheria  and  whooping  cough,  ambulance  services  and  home 
helps.  Under  the  National  Assistance  Act,  1948,  the  County 
Council  became  responsible  for  the  provision  of  accommoda- 
tion for  all  persons  who  by  reason  of  age,  infirmity  or  any 
other  circumstances  are  in  need  of  care  and  attention,  other 
than  medical  or  nursing  cases,  and  further  for  the  provision 
of  a Welfare  Service  for  the  blind,  deaf  or  dumb,  and  other 
persons  who  are  substantially  and  permanently  handicapped 
by  illness,  injury  or  congenital  deformity  or  such  other  dis- 
abilities as  may  be  sanctioned  by  the  Minister  of  Health. 
Persons  requiring  regular  medical  or  sick  nursing  care  are 
the  responsibility  of  the  Regional  Hospital  Board. 

Sanitary  Circumstances  of  the  Area 

Weather  was  generally  much  better  than  last  year,  but 
the  summer  was  unfavourable  for  sunshine.  The  total  rainfall 
was  22.20  inches,  and  April,  May,  August  and  September 
were  on  the  whole  wet  months.

Water  Supply. 

Water  is  supplied  by  statute  by  the  Hull  Corporation 
Water  Authority.  The  water  is  chemically  and  bacterio- 
logical ly  pure,  if  somewhat  hard.  Frequent  tests  are  made 
by  the  Water  Authority.  During  the  year,  1,120  yards  of 
3"  water  main  and  140  yards  of  2"  water  main  were  laid  to 
outlying*  farms  and  to  new  housing  sites  prior  to  development. 

Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal. 

Very  slow  but  sure  steps  are  being  made  to  cope  with 
this  one  remaining  sanitary  problem  in  your  district.  The 
steps  are  slow,  of  necessity,  because  of  conditions  outside  your 
control,  but  when  the  schemes  already  prepared  and  forwarded 
to  the  Ministry  of  Local  Government  and  Planning  are  finally 
sanctioned  and  put  to  tender,  they  will  effectively  stop  the 
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pollution  of  all  streams  and  dykes  in  your  area.  Towards  tire 
end  of  the  year  the  sewerage  and  sewage  disposal  scheme 
at  Patrington,  including  part  of  Patrington  Haven,  was 
sanctioned  by  the  Ministry  of  Local  Government  and  Planning 
and  put  to  tender.  Work  should  begin  in  11)51. 

Further  progress  was  made  in  the  sewerage  and  sewage 
disposal  scheme  for  Preston  and  for  inclusion  of  Hilton  in 
the  Hull  Corporation  Sewage  Scheme;  also  for  inclusion  of 
parts  of  Hollyni  and  Holmpton  parishes  in  the  Withernsea 
1 .D.C.  Scheme. 

Conversion  of  Privies  and  Pail  Closets. 

Work  on  conversion  is  urged  wherever  this  is  possible, 
i.e.,  wherever  adequate  sewage  disposal  is  present. 

Public  Cleansing. 

The  arrangements  for  disposal  of  refuse  have  been 
satisfactory.

Inspection  and  Supervision  of  Food. 


This  year  was  the  first  full  year  during  which  the 
responsibility  for  the  administration  of  the  Milk  and  Dairies 
Regulations  passed  by  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  and 
Fisheries  so  far  as  production  on  the  farm  is  concerned.  The 
District  Council,  however,  retain  their  powers  over  the 
distribution  of  milk,  cleanliness,  etc.,  and  inspection  of 
retail  dairies,  etc.,  and  the  provisions  in  the  Act  enforce  a 
higher  standard  of  hygiene,  legally  enforceable,  at  these 
premises. 


Further,  the  Medical  Officer  of  "Urban  and  Rural  districts 
lias  the  power  to  stop  the  sale  of  milk  which  he  knows  has 
caused  disease  or  is  infected  with  disease  germs  which  may 
cause  disease  among  the  people,  or  if  not  to  stop  the  sale  to 
require  the  suspected  milk  to  be  pasteurised  before  sale  to 
make  it  fit  for  human  consumption.  This  is  usually  done  in 
conjunction  with  the  Veterinary  Surgeon.

Water  Supply 

During*  the  year,  24  samples  of  water  were  obtained 
from  private  supplies  and  public  mains  supplies,  with  results 
as  shewn  below:  — 

Bacteriological.

The  owners  of  the  property  from  which  the  unsatisfactory 
samples  were  obtained,  have  been  instructed  or  are  willing 
in  4 cases  to  instal  a mains  supply,  and  completion  of  the  work 
awaits  extension  of  the  public  mains  or  commencement  by  the 
contractor.  Tn  the  remaining  case  an  alternative  supply  is 
being  obtained,  as  the  cost  of  the  works  would  be  exorbitant 
and  in  excess  of  the  enforceable  financial  expenditure.  A 
typical  sample  from  the  mains  supply  examined  by  the  Public 
Analyst  resulted  as  follows:  —

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PUBLIC  CLEANSING. 

Scavenging. 

Every  village  in  the  district  is  given  a weekly  collection 
of  household  refuse  and  that  from  the  smaller  hamlets  and 
isolated  farms  is  collected  fortnightly.  It  is  a service  which 
is  greatly  appreciated  by  the  ratepayers  and  is  carried  out  by 
four  Bedford  vehicles. 

The  disposal  of  the  refuse  is  becoming  very  difficult. 
Depressions  in  the  ground  levels  and  ponds  have  been  used 
in  the  past  for  controlled  tipping. 

Topsoil  to  cover  the  completed  tips  is  scarce  and  often 
has  to  be  transported  distances  up  to  20  miles.  The  time  will 
shortly  arrive  when  other  means  of  disposal  will  have  to  be 
constructed. 

Cesspool  Emptying. 

This  scheme  was  originated  to  help  to  keep  the  dykes 
clear  from  accumulations  of  sewage.  Difficulty  has  been 
experienced  in  obtaining  fields  which  could  be  used  for 
filtration.  With  the  erection  of  more  sewage  works  this 
difficulty  will  be  overcome. 

Three  vehicles  are  used  for  the  service. 

Nightsoil. 

Extensions  to  this  service  to  cove;  the  whole  of  the 
district  have  not  been  possible.  Two  vehicles  are  used  to  cover 
all  villages  and  the  larger  hamlets,  and  with  the  possibility 
of  commencement  of  work  on  the  several  village  schemes  of 
new  sewers  and  sewage  works  the  purchase  of  a further  vehicle 
to  complete  the  service  is  not  recommended. 

Sewage  Disposal. 

No  improvements  have  been  carried  out  to  the  means  of 
sewage  disposal  within  the  area  during  the  year,  except  for  a 
small  filter  to  take  the  effluent  from  the  Council’s  houses  at 
Sigglesthorne.  Other  housing  and  village  scheme':  are  held 
up  for  various  reasons,  but  further  plans  are  in  hand  for  the 
villages  of  Burst  wick,  Keyingham  and  Thorngumbald,  and 
for  housing  schemes  at  Coniston  and  Aldbrough.

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HOUSING  PROGRESS. 

26  houses  were  erected  and  let  during  the  year  and  the 
Council  now  own  573  houses  on  their  various  estates.  There 
are  56  more  in  the  course  of  erection. 

MOVEABLE  DWELLINGS  AND  CAMPING  SITES. 

With  a long  coastline  on  which  erosion  amounts  to  an 
average  of  approximately  3 yards  per  annum,  and  within  easy 
access  not  only  of  Hull  but  of  the  industrial  areas  of  the  West 
Riding,  the  provision  of  accommodation  for  caravans  and 
hutments  presents  a real  difficulty.  It  is  realised  that  having 
the  jurisdiction  over  the  coast  in  matters  of  this  kind,  the 
Council  must  attempt  to  please  not  only  those  people  who  seek 
accommodation  to  obtain  benefits  of  the  sea  air,  but  they  must 
also  retain  all  the  amenities  of  the  coastline  as  far  as  possible. 

The  letting  of  such  sites  has  been  in  the  hands  of  the 
private  speculator,  with  a result  that  many  camping  grounds 
appear  to  be  a mass  of  unsightly  buildings. 

In  my  opinion  such  camps  should  be  well  screened  within 
easy  access  of  road  and  sea,  and  provided  with  adequate  water 
supplies,  sewers  and,  if  necessary,  sewage  disposal  works, 
roads  and  lighting. 

The  cost  of  these  services  at  the  present  time  might  be 
beyond  the  reach  of  the  speculator  and  should,  therefore,  in 
order  to  preserve  the  amenities  of  the  district  and  yet  give 
recreational  facilities  not  only  to  residents  within  the  area  but 
also  visitors  to  it,  be  provided  by  the  District  Council. 


SCHOOLS. 

The  inauguration  of  the  cesspool  emptying  service  has 
enabled  three  schools  to  be  provided  with  W.C.s  in  place  of 
the  pail  closet  system.  It  is  felt  that  all  schools  should 
eventually  be  on  a water  carriage  system.

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The  ease,  involving1  a sample  positive  for  tuberculosis, 
was  investigated  in  con  junction  with  the  Ministry  of  Agri- 
culture Officers  and  the  affected  animals  were  traced  and 
slaughtered  and  milk  subsequently  sampled  and  returned 
negative. 

In  addition  to  the  above,  12  samples,  taken  from  milk 
p r o d u c er  s in  the  Council’s  a re  a b y 1 1 i e E a s t R i d i n g ( d u n t y 
Council  sampling  officers,  were  found  to  be  infected  with 
tuberculosis,  including  3 samples  from  milk  retailers.  All 
cases  were  investigated  fully  in  conjunction  with  the  Ministry 
of  Agriculture  and  where  the  milk  supply  was  not  being 
subjected  to  beat  treatment,  sale  of  the  milk  was  made 
conditional  to  this  treatment.  The  affected  animals  have 
been  traced  in  every  case.
